THE ROYAL borough has used new 
powers to seize vehicles suspected of 
dumping waste illegally as part of 
its ongoing crackdown on fly-tipping 

Now a silver Ford transit van is set to be 
destroyed after the driver failed to show 
a waste carriers licence and the owner 
failed to come forward. 

The vehicle was seized in Griffin Road, 
Plumstead, last month by royal borough 
enviro-crime enforcement officers after it 
was found to contain scrap metal items 
including an oven, pedal bike, microwave 
and various other tools. 

Under new powers, which came 
into force in April, the council can 
immediately seize a vehicle suspected of 
dumping, carrying or collecting waste 
material if the driver hasn’t got a waste 
carriers licence. Previously enforcement 
officers had to apply to the court for a 
forfeiture order which could take time. 

Last year 14,503 fly-tips were removed 
from local streets and open spaces by the 
council, adding up to an unsightly 730 
tonnes of waste, costing around £210,000 
to collect and dispose of.

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment said: “The council is 
committed to reducing the impact of 
fly-tipping both in terms of cost and the 
impact to the environment. The new 
law gives us a lot more flexibility and 
control over people collecting, dumping 
or transporting waste illegally. The 
council will not tolerate fly-tipping in

Disappointed theatre 
sacrificed for flats 


IT was good to see in GT 22/9/15 that 
Eltham is to get a new cinema complex 
but ironic that this news came in the same 
week that work started on the demolition 
of the Grand Theatre, Woolwich, to make 
way for a block of flats. 

The Grand Theatre, which also had an 
existence as The Hippodrome' and the 
ABC Regal Cinema, stands in Wellington 
Street next to the Town Hall, opposite the 
new Woolwich Centre library and round 
the corner from Greenwich University's 
drama department in Bathway at the heart 
of Woolwich's civic and cultural area. 

Apart from a cinema screen the Grand 
Theatre boasted a stage and back of house 
facilities - dressing rooms etc 
It is tragic that this theatre/cinema is being 
sacrificed to provide yet another block of 
flats, which are being provided on such 
a massive scale in the royal borough by 
developments at the Peninsula, Royal 
Arsenal and in Central Woolwich, when 
it should have been at the heart of 
Woolwich's cultural rebirth. 

Andrew Bullivant, Woolwich 
• A council spokesperson said: The 


proposals for the Eltham Cinema agreed 
by Planning Board earlier this month will 
be a tremendous addition to the Eltham 
offer. The Woolwich Grand was not a 
council building and in a very poor state 
of repair and, despite various attempts, 
was unable to be brought back into use. 
Therefore, a scheme to redevelop the site 
to provide residential accommodation 
with non-residential use on the ground 
floor, was agreed by Planning Board last 
year. In relation to the wider Woolwich 
area, the council is keen to ensure the 
ongoing vitality of the Town Centre. 
Earlier this year the council adopted a 
more detailed plan for 'Spray Street' - one 
of the key sites in and around the Town 
Centre. These plans include proposals for 
a new cinema on the site. It is expected 
that a planning application to include 
these proposals will come forward earlier 
next year. Greenwich is expected to see 
its population rise from 250,000 in 2015 
to 370,000 in 2025. The increase is a result 
of the borough being a sought after place 
to live with great transport links opening 
up the jobs market across London."

THE council has agreed a strategy 
for moving into the digital age by 
incorporating the latest digital 
technology into all aspects of life in 
the royal borough. 

The far-reaching proposals will help 
establish Greenwich as a ‘smart’ city 
and build on its growing reputation as a 
leader in ‘smart city’ innovation. 

The Cabinet agreed to publish the 
borough’s Smart City Strategy to 
reinforce the council’s position as a leader 
in smart city innovation and help attract 
investment and businesses to the borough.

The strategy is all about the way the 
council plans and delivers its services, 
how it works with local communities, and 
how neighbourhoods can work better. 
It looks at how digital technologies can 
be used to engage more effectively with 
residents and how it can save time, energy 
and the environment through improved 
efficiency across all aspects of living and 
working in the borough. 

The council has already led on 
creating a digital hub on the Greenwich 


Peninsula, and helped local businesses 
take advantage of digitalization through 
its e-business programme.

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CHILDREN at Mulgrave Primary 
School have been learning about 
climate change and how they can take 
responsibility for the environment - 
now the school is set to go one step 
further by installing solar panels. 

The Woolwich school has been working 
with South East London Community Energy 
(SELCE), a not-for-profit group combatting 
climate change. Together they appealed to 
investors to help finance the solar panels as 
part of an innovative scheme. 

During a special ceremony last week, the 
school’s eco-team of pupils spoke about 
climate change while the school’s choir 
sang for guests, who included SELCE 
reps, businesses and the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for children’s services, 
Cllr John Fahy. 

Under the scheme SELCE obtain funding 
from community investors to install the solar 
panels. The school receives the electricity 
generated at a reduced price while any 
surplus is fed back into the grid and generates 
income under the Feed in Tariff. Money made 
from the savings and the generated electricity 
is used as a return for investors. 


Mulgrave is the first primary school to 
take up the proposal and SELCE hope the 
scheme will appeal to other schools. 

The aim is to install solar panels on 
the roof of the school before Christmas, 
reducing electricity bills by thousands of 
pounds in the process while also cutting 
the carbon footprint of the school too. 

Pupils have been learning about the 
environment in Education for sustainable 
development (ESD) classes. The lessons 
contain elements of science, geography, 
history and PSHE and help youngsters 
learn how to take care of the world 
around them as well as becoming more 
responsible, caring citizens. 

Mulgrave was also part of a campaign 
against the use of fossil fuels earlier this 
year, called the ‘Keep it in the ground’ 
project, in partnership with the Guardian 
newspaper. 

Headteacher Dr David Dixon told GT: 
“The children learn about renewable 
energy and sustainable development 
during lesson time. As part of this, they 
will now be able to learn first-hand about 
the role of solar panels and how they can 
help the environment. 


“The school has a strong ethos which 
encourages the children and community to 
protect the environment in practical ways. 
With the installation of solar panels, the 
school sends out a powerful message about 
the importance of reducing the burning 
of fossil fuels which are contributors to 
climate change. We hope more businesses, 
community centres and schools in the 
royal borough follow suit.” 

Councillor John Fahy, the Royal 
Borough’s Cabinet Member for Children’s 
Services and Deputy Leader of the Council, 
said: “The SELCE solar panels are a 
fantastic community asset that will benefit 
the schools by providing cheap energy 
bills, as well as raising awareness and 
encouraging debate amongst our young 
students about climate change. From their 
performance today, you can already tell 
how passionate and knowledgeable they 
are about the issues surrounding climate 
change. By creating an environmentally 
friendly learning culture for our children, 
who are our leaders of the future, we are 
changing the attitudes of people toward 
climate change for the better.”
